It re¬ 
volves oround the sun at a 
distance of 483,000,000 miles 
and requires 4,333 days or 
11.86 years to complete its 
revolution. .

The others are very 
small and faint, and can 
barely be distinguished. The 
first four, or Galilean Satel¬ 
lites are known as lo, Eur- 
opa, Ganymede and Callisto. 
The others have no names 
but are designated by Roman
